CARS W E R E O P E R A T E D 


WITH G R E A T D IFFICULTY 
Cars were operated 
this 
morning 
through the city to Jethro with great 
difficulty and they were frequently off 
the track. 
Cars proceeded with great 
caution and no accidents resulted. Mud 
and dirt on the track caused the de­ 
railments. 
The trestle leading to the Dry Run 
bridge was undermined by water from 
a small stream paralleling Pennsylva­ 
nia avenue.

PART Of ROUND HOUSE FELL 


A Terrible Accident Due to Spreading Rails Causes 
Instant Death to a C. & P. Employe and 
Injures Another Fatally. 


In the partial wrecking of the C. & 
P. roundhouse at Wellsville today, one 
man was instantly killed and another 
perhaps fatally injured. 
The victims 
were: 
B E R T M’CORD, aged 26, of Wells­ 
ville, instantly killed. 
WILLIAM A RM STR ON G , of Peters­ 
burg, Pa., aged 2H, arm and leg 
broken, and probably internally in­ 
jured. 
The accident was due to the heavy 
rain of last night and this morning, 
which caused the tracks leading into 
the roundhouse to spread.

Climbing up with leaps and bounds 
from the waters poured into it from 
Beaver river and Little Beaver creek. 
the Ohio. late this afternoon, was 
within a few feet of the top of its 
banks and only awaits the floods from 
headwaters to again inundate the val 
ley. 
Before daylight in the morning 
the water will be over the banks at 
the low places here and preparations 
are being made along the river front 
for a stage equal to. or higher than 
that of last January. 
The heavy rain could not have come 
at a more inopportune time. The river 
was at a high stage to start with and 
on account of the frozen condition of 
the ground very little of the rain fall 
was absorbed. 
The rain, general at 
the headwaters of all the tributaries 
above here, makes the extent of the 
coming flood difficult to estimate lait 
it will not be less than the forecast 
made by the government observers ut 
Pittsburg. 
The (rest of the flood, it is thought, 
will la* reached at Pittsburg by mid­ 
night. 
This means that the highest 
stage will be experienced here about 
daylight. 
There is so much water, 
however, that the water may continue 
to rise at Pittsburg after midnight. 
Reports from headwaters are that the 
rain had continued during this morn- 
'ing. 
Taking heed of the warnings 
sent 
out by Forecaster Ridgway 
prepara­ 
tions are being made ail along the val­ 
ley for the high water. 
At the river 
potteries here this work 
was 
com­ 
menced this afternoon and was prose­ 
cuted with vigor. There was great ac­ 
tivity

II*- went to u local printing 
office and had several thousand (urds 
printed. 
The cards conveyed the information 
thut Mr. Huffman represented the seed 
com cm . and from ail outward appear 
anccs he was what he represented 
himself. 
A crew of seven boys were 
hired to do the distributing and the 
town was billed from one end to the 
other 
with the advertising matter. 
He did not pay the youngsters nor 
did he settle other obligations con- 
tra d e d here, it Is averred. 
The fellow wore the three links of 
the Odd Fellows lodge, and In this 
way succeeded in 
working 
among

The most powerful of the lake tribes 
at American Indians were the Erie*. 
Their home a long period back was 
OU the spot where the city of buffalo 
SOV stands, the lndiuu name of which 
was Tu-shu way. They at length grew 
so powerful that the neighboring tribes 
becume Jealous and formed un alliance 
against them. 
The struggles of these 
tribes form one of the most interesting 
Chapters of Indian history, and these 
lines are based on the account of them 
as taken from the lipa of Blacksnake 
and 
other 
Seneca 
and 
Tonawanda 
chiefs eighty years ago. 
Tho events 
narrated are supposed to have happen­ 
ed about ld&O. 
When the alliance of the Five Na­ 
tions was made known to the Erica 
they resolved to try the fortunes of 
war with each ti’lbc separately, for 
they were more powerful than any sin­ 
gle tribe. 
Accordingly the Senecas 
were challenged to a game of ball. The 
challenge was refused. 
The next year 
It was renewed and again refused. The 
third year it w as accepted, and IOO 
picked players were put forth on each 
side. 
The Senecas, better known as 
Iroquois, were victorious, 
in racing 
they also won. 
Then the Erie* pro­ 
posed that each should select ten men 
who should wrestle, the victor in each 
match to tomahawk aud sculp Ills fall­ 
en adversary. Three Iroquois were vic­ 
torious In us many bouts, but as each 
refused to slay his foe the Erie chief. 
true to hts own proposal, killed all three 
of the vanquished warriors with his 
own hand. 
This bloody outcome so 
moved the Fries to madness that tho 
Senecas gathered up their trophies aud 
returned homeward. 
Falling In bringing on war thus, the 
Erie* resolved to go on the warpath 
against the Senecas and surprise them. 
A powerful war pnrty was made up. 
which started for the home of their en­ 
emies, who lived near the site of the 
present town of Geneva, N. Y. 
They 
would doubtless have been victorious 
bnf for the widow of one of their war­ 
riors, an Iroquois woman, who hasten­ 
ed by way of the Niagara river and 
Lake Ontario to warn her threatened 
kinsmen. 
The warning was Iii time, 
aud all the Five Nations were up In 
arms In a few days. 
They sent out 
a party of 5.000 warriors, with a re­ 
serve of 1,000 young men. 
As they 
were passing Canandaigua lake their 
spivs 
brought Information 
that the 
Erica were crossing the Genesee. 
The 
latter, relying on their celerity, were 
not vigilant and consequently were !g 
tumult of the movements of the enemy. 
H alf way between the lake and the 
river, just at the foot of Luke Honeoye, 
the two parties met. With u greut cry 
the Fries charged and drove their ene­ 
mies buck over the small stream which 
forms the outlet of the lake. The strife 
became more hardly fought, and at last, 
when too lute to retreat, tile aggressors 
saw that the very combination of the 
nations which tlicy 
had sought to 
guard against bud beeu effected. Still 
the result w as uncertain. 
Rut when 
the thousand reserve warriors attack­ 
ed them in the rear their doom was 
sealed. Seven times the Erles had beeu 
forced buck over the streum, but the 
eighth time the reserves were let loose 
and the issue wus made sure, genres 
and hundreds of tile vanquished re­ 
fused to dee aud were killed without 
merry, for quarter wus neither asked 
nor given. A few eta-aped to tell their 
families aud old men of the awful fate 
of the tribe, but for five months tile 
victor* pursued, slaylug ruthlessly sit 
who csm e in their way, and at tile end 
of thut time they returned to rejoice 
over the destruction of the common foe. 
The few of the conquered who could 
escaped beyond the Mississippi aud 
there regained in time some degree of 
their former glory. Thoro is a tradi­ 
tion, how true no one can tell, that 
many years afterward a strong fora* 
of their descendants came back to the 
east, up the Ohio valley und across 
their former territory mid attacked th# 
posterity of the Senecas near where tho 
old Indian mission school at Buffalo 
stood nearly a century ago. In the days 
of Blacksnake. The battle wa* Beroe, 
and (he Erie* were si* I ii to a man. 
Thu* perished from off the face of Ihe 
earth what was once one of Ihe great­ 
est tribes on this continent. The Five 
Nations afterward added one more to 
their number and became what are 
well known in our colonial aud early 
national history us the Six Nations. 
This Is but one of the thousands of 
interesting chapters of aboriginal war­ 
fare, and the great regret of ull stu- 
denta of history Is that so little is 
known concerning them. 
There Is a 
tradition .vet current among the re­ 
maining red men in New York aud 
Pennsylvania that u few Erics still ex­ 
ist in the west aud that the western 
tribe called the Quapaw* are th# de­ 
scendants of the Kaukwa*, who lived 
at Eighteen IHI# creek and who are 
incidentally mentioned aa having beeu 
uHies of the Fries 


eiduals, than Andrew Montour, 
His 
was a picturesque personality both in 
origin and habits, and he was a very 
serviceable helper to the leading men In 
the drama of the English frontier life. 
Montour's mother was the noted Cath 
erlne Montour, a halfbreed woman who 
lived at the upper end of Seneca lake. 
It was said that her mother was an 
Indian squaw and that lier father was 
a French governor of Canada. 
She 
was bora in Canada and had been 
taken prisoner by the Iroquois, who 
brought her to central New York and 
adopted her Into their tribe. 
Catherine herself was a noteworthy 
personage. 
In her youth she had re­ 
ceived some Christian teaching, but it 
had reached her brain in a sadly al­ 
tered state. 
Count Zlnzendurf, who 
visited her in her lodge, relates that she 
firmly 
believed that Christ 
was a 
Frenchman who had suffered death by 
crucifixion ut the hands of the English. 
This idea had become so deeply rooted 
Iii her mind that she was not open to 
any argument on the question. 
Andrew Montour, her noted son, was 
a unique aud in many ways worthy 
frontier character. He Is pictured after 
this fashion by Zlnzendorf, who was 
well acquainted with him: ‘‘His face 
Is like that of a European, but marked 
with a broad Indian ring of bear's 
grease and paint drawn completely 
round It. He wears a coat of tine cloth 
of cinnamon color, black necktie with 
stiver spangles, a red satin waistcoat, 
trousers (over which bangs his shirt), 
shoes aud stockings, a hut and brass 
ornaments something like the handle 
of a basket suspended from his ears. 
Truly Montour must have cut a strik­ 
ing figure when lie appeared thus 
greased, painted and arrayed! 
One 
would like to have met him in the days 
of his glory. He must have presented 
an appearance of barbaric splendor not 
often excelled. 
Montour appears in history as the 
companion of George Croghan and oth­ 
ers in several of bls important mis­ 
sions to the Indians of Ohio. He was 
a first class interpreter and rendered 
good 
service wheu 
thus 
employed. 
When tile Pennsylvania council sent 
Conrad Weiser to treat with the tribes 
Mt Logs to wn, he took Montour w’lth 
him, und biB presence had a good ef­ 
fect. Some time later they had a pres­ 
ent to send to the red chiefs and desig­ 
nated George Croghan to convey it to 
them. He also selected Montour as bl* 
companion and Interpreter, and hts 
services are set down in the journals 
as having been of groat help to the 
English cause. He was invaluable In 
the negotiation of the treaty which 
Croghan made with the Indiana on this 
trip. He did much toward making such 
an arrangement possible. 
Montour’s labors on the frontier were 
many and attended at times with no 
slight degree both of hardship and of 
peril, but he appears to have done his 
part with faithfulness on all occasions 
H is family name I* perpetuated In the 
upper Ohio valley by Montour’s island 
and Montour nm.

The massacre of the array of General 
Braddock on July », 1755, at the fords 
of the Monongahela w as an event 
which was disastrous not only to the 
troops immediately engaged, but also 
to the eutire frontier for several years 
afterward. It encouraged the western 
indians and the French to make in­ 
roads over the mountains such as they 
had never before dared to try- 
It 
opened the w ay for a carnival of rnue- 
sacre and pillage almost unequaled Id 
the annals of Indian warfare. 
It ter­ 
rorised the inhabltanta of the back set­ 
tlements aud compelled the abandon 
rneiit of many a valley and hillside 
which wus Just being brought under 
civilization. 
Ho complete was the devastation of 
the frontier that during the three years 
elapsing front the defeat of Braddock 
to the capture of Fort Duquesne there 
la little known of what went on in the 
Ohio valley except thut from this place, 
as from a volcano, belched forth fire 
und death continually. 
Early in the 
spring of 1750 a certain Captain Paris 
set out from Fort Cumberland with 
a scouting party to range th# woods 
and do whut he could to protect the 
harried frontier. 
Not far from Cum­ 
berland be met on the trail a small 
scouting party of indians from over 
the mountains to the west. They were 
under Hie command of a French officer 
from Fort Duquesne, M. Donvllle. 
A 
fight followed at ouce, aud the Indians 
were defeated, Donvllle being left dead 
on the field. 
The survivers of his par­ 
ty tied. 
Paris scalped him, and ou 
searching his person found a letter of 
Instructions to him from Captain Du* 
mas, the commander at Fort Duquesne. 
This letter ordered Donvllle to take 
ii detachment of fifty savage* and ob- 
sA-ve the movements of tile enemy lu 
the neighborhood of Fort Cumberland. 
He was to use every endeavor to bar­ 
ras* their convoys, and lf possible he 
was to buru the magazines ut Gonoco- 
cheugue. 
He was also to try to get 
hold of some prisoners from whom to 
extract information us to the designs 
of the English. 
Dumas added to his orders this rare 
exhibition of humane spirit: "The Sieur 
Donvllle will employ uD his talenta 
aud all his credit to prevent tue sav­ 
ages from committing any cruelties 
upon those who may full into their 
hand*. 
Honor aud humanity ought in 
this respect to serve as our guide." 
This reflects the greatest credit on the 
name of Captain Dumas, especially 
when we remember the conditions with 
which he wus surrounded. 
Such hu­ 
manity wa* not by any means the rule 
at that duy In the western forests, 
It 
Is a pity the Captain Donvllle, evident­ 
ly an officer of the same sort us Dumas, 
should lose his life. 
There wert all 
too few such men in those cruel days.

Tho most powerful of the luke tribes 
if American Indians were the Erie*. 
Their home a long period back w ut 
oil the spot where the city of buffalo 
bow stands, the Indian uuine of which 
was Tu-shu way. 
They ut length grew 


bo powerful that the neighboring tribes 
beaume jealous and formed un alliance 
against them. 
The struggles of these 
tribes form one of the most interesting 
Chapters of Indian history, and these 
lines are based on the account of them 
as tliken from the Ups of Blacksnake 
and 
other 
Seneca 
and 
Tonawanda 
chiefs eighty years ago. 
The events 
narrated are supposed to have happen 
ed about I UGO. 
When the alliance of the Five N a­ 
tions was made known to the Erica 
they resolved to try th* fortunes of 
war with each tldbe separately, for 
they were more pow erful than any sin 
Ria tribe. 
Aci-onllngly the Senecas 
were challenged to a game of ball. The 
challenge w as refused. 
The next yeur 
It w as renewed and again refused. The 
third year it w as accepted, and IOU 
picked players were put forth on each 
side. 
The Senecas, better known us 
iroquois, w ere victorious. 
In racing 
they also won. 
Then the Elies pro 
posed th at each should select ten men 
who should w resile, the victor In each 
match to tom ahaw k aud scalp his fall 
en adversary. Three iroquois were vie 
torioua In as many bouts, but as cue 
refused to slay Ids foe the Erie chief 
true to his own proposal, killed all three 
of the vanquished w arriors with his 
own hand. 
This bloody outcome so 
moved the Erles to madness th at tho 
Senecas gathered up their trophies aud 
returned homeward. 
Falling Iii bringing on w ar thus, the 
Erles resolved to go on the w arpath 
against the Senecas and surprise them 
A powerful w ar party w as made up 
which started for the home of their en 
emles, who lived near the site of the 
present town of Geneva, N. Y. 
They 
would doubtless have been victorious 
bot for the widow of one of their w ar 
Hors, an Iroquois woman, who hasten­ 
ed by way of the Niagara river and 
Lake O ntario to w arn her threatened 
kinsmen. 
The w arning w as In time, 
aud all the Five Nations were up in 
arm s In a few days. 
They sent out 
u party of 5,000 w arriors, with a re­ 
serve of 1,000 young men. 
As they 
were passing Canandaigua lake their 
spies brought inform ation th at the 
Erles were crossing tile Genesee. 
The 
latter, relying on their celerity, were 
not vigilant aud consequently were Ig­ 
norant of the movements of the enemy 
H ulf way between the lake and the 
river, Just a t the foot of Lake Honeoye, 
the two parties met. W ith a great cry 
the Fries charged and drove their ene­ 
mies back over the small stream which 
forms the outlet of the lake. The strifa 
became more hardly fought, and a t last, 
when too lute to retreat, tile aggressors 
saw that the very combination of the 
nations which they had sought to 
guard against bud beeu effected. Still 
the result w as uncertain. 
But when 
the thousand reserve w arriors attack­ 
ed them in the reur their doom was 
sealed. Seven times the Fries had beeu 
forced buck over the streuin, but the 
eighth time the reserves were let loose 
and the issue w as made sure. Scores 
and hundreds of the vanquished re­ 
fused to dee aud were killed w ithout 
mercy, fe»r quarter was neither asked 
nor given. A few escaped to tell their 
families and old men of the aw ful fate 
of the tribe, hut for five months the 
victors pursued, slaying ruthlessly all 
who came iii their way, and a t the end 
of th a t time they returned to rejoice 
over the destruction of the common foe. 
The few of the conquered who could 
escaped beyond the Mississippi and 
there regained iii tim e some degree of 
their form er glory. There is a trad i­ 
tion. how true no one can tell, th at 
many years afterw ard a strong force 
of their descendants came back to the 
cast, up the Ohio valley and across 
their form er territory and attacked the 
posterity of the Senecas near where the 
old Indian mission school at Buffalo 
stood nearly a century ago. In the days 
of Blacksnake. The battle w as tierce, 
and the Erie* were slain to a man. 
Thus perished from off the face of the 
earth w hat w as once one of the great­ 
est tribes on Ibis continent. The Five 
Nations afterw ard added one more to 
their num ber and became w hat are 
well known in our colonial aud early 
national history as the Six Nations. 
This is but cue of the thousands of 
interesting chapters of aboriginal w ar­ 
fare, and the great regret of all stu ­ 
dents of history Is th at so little is 
known concerning them. 
There Is a 
tradition yet current among the re­ 
maining red men in New York and 
Pennsylvania that a few Fries still ex­ 
ist in the west and th at the western 
tribe called the Qtiapaws ure the de­ 
scendants of the K aukw as, who lived 
at Eighteen Mile creek and who are 
incidentally mentioned as having been 
allies of the Fries. 


• ideal*, than Andron Montour. 
Hi# 
wa# a picturesque personality both in 
origin and habits, and he ws« a very 
serviceable helper to the leading men in 
the dram a of the English frontier life. 
M ontour * mother wa* the noted Cath 
erine Montour, a halfbreed woman who 
ll veil a t the upper cud of Seneca lake. 
It was said that her mother wa* an 
Indian squaw ami that lier father wa* 
a French governor of Canada. 
She 
was bora la Canada and had been 
taken prisoner by tile Iroquois, who 
brought her to central Now York aud 
adopted her Into their tribe. 
Catherine herself was u noteworthy 
personage, 
in her youth she had re­ 
ceived some Christian teaching, but it 
had reached her brain in a sadly a1 
tered state. 
Count Zliizendorf, who 
visited her In her lodge, relates that fb« 
firmly 
believed th at C hrist 
was a 
Frenchm an who bud suffered death by 
crucifixion ut the hands of the English. 
This Idea had become so deeply rooted 
in her mind thuL she was not open to 
liny argum ent on the question. 
Andrew .Montour, lier noted son. was 
a unique aud iii many ways worthy 
frontier character. He is pictured after 
tills fashion by ZJnscendorf, who was 
well acquainted with him: “His fu**? 
is like that of ii European, but marked 
w ith a broad Indian ring of bear's 
grease and paint draw n completely 
round It. He wears a coat of fine cloth 
of cinnamon color, black necktie with 
silver spangles, a red satin waistcoat, 
trousers (over which hangs his shirt), 
shoes aud stockings, a hat aud brass 
ornam ents something like the handle 
of a basket suspended from his ears 
Truly Montour m ust have cut a strlk 
lng figure when he appeared 
thus 
greased, painted and arrayed! 
One 
would like to have met him in the days 
of his glory. He must have presented 
un appearance of barbaric splendor not 
often excelled. 
M ontour appears In history as the 
companion of George Croghan and oth­ 
ers in several of bis Im portant mis­ 
sions to the Indians of Ohio, He was 
a first class interpreter and rendered 
good 
service when 
thus 
employed. 
When the Pennsylvania council sent 
Conrad Weiser to treat w ith the tribes 
a t Logstown, he took Montour with 
him, urn! his presence had a good ef­ 
fort. Some time luter they had a pres­ 
ent to send to the red chiefs and desig­ 
nated George Croghan to convey it to 
th em . He also selected Montour as his 
companion and Interpreter, and bls 
services are set down In the journals 
aa having been of great help to the 
English cuuse. He w as invaluable In 
the negotiation of the treaty which 
Croghan made w ith the Indians on this 
trip. Ho did much tow ard m aking such 
an arrangem ent possible.

elapsing from the defeat of Braddock 
to the capture of Fort Duquesne there 
is little known of w hat w ent on in the 
Ohio valley except thut from this place, 
a* from a volcano, belched forth fire 
and death continually, 
spring of 1750 a certain Captain Paris 
set out from Fort Cum berland w ith 
•cording party to range the wood* 
and do w hat he could to protect the 
harried frontier. 
Not far from Cum­ 
berland he met on the trail a small 
scouting party of Indians from over 
the m ountains to the west. They were 
under Hie command of a French officer 
from Fort Duquesne, II. Donvllle. 
A 
fight followed at once, aud the Indians 
w ere defeated, Donvllle being left dead 
on the field. The survivers of his par­ 
ty lied. 
Paris scalped him, and on 
searching his person found a letter of 
instructions to him from Cuptaln Du­ 
mas, the commander at Fort Duquesne. 
This letter ordered Donvllle to take 
a detachm ent of fifty savages and ob- j 
s^-ve the movements of the enemy in 
the neighborhood of Fort Cumberland. 
He w as to use every endeavor to Itar- 
Tass their convoys, and if possible he 
was to burn the magazines at Conoco­ 
cheague. 
He w as also to try to get 
hold of some prisoners from whom to 
extract Information as to the designs 
of the English. 
Dumas added to his orders this rare 
exhibition of humane spirit: “The Sieur 
Donville will employ uU his talents 
and all his credit to prevent tile sav­ 
ages from committing any cruelties 
upon those who may fall into their 
hands. 
Honor and hum anity ought in 
this respect to serve as our guide.’’ 
This reflects the greatest credit on the 
name of Captain Dumas, especially 
when we rem ember the conditions with 
which he was surrounded. 
Such hu­ 
manity was not by any means the rule 
at that day in the western forests, 
it 
is a pity the Captain Donvllle. evident­ 
ly an officer of the same sort as Dumas, 
should lose his life. 
There were all 
too few such men in those cruel days.

Though th at much seem s to be con 
ceded, ami though m uch is know 
about the new elem ent, for It Is an 
element and not a m ineral, strlctl 
speaking, much m ore rem ain s to 
show n. 
However, the now uses will 
be developed but slowly, a s radium 
is altogether too scarce to perm it the 
scientists of the world to use it with 
any great degree of freedom . 
Radium is derived from th e mineral 
uraninite, 
commonly 
called 
pitch 
blende on account of it being pltc 
black. 
U nfortunately th is m ineral Is 
not widely distributed in nature. 
is found a t Jpaehm istal in Bohemia 
and small deposits have of late bee 
reported as existing in tho mineral 
belt of the Rocky M ountains. 
It also 
contains lead, silica and lime and 
m arked percentage of a gas which was 
supposed to be nitrogen but was af 
forw ard discovered to be a mixture 
of the guRes argon and helium. 
Radium is scarce and it, in all pro­ 
bability, will alw ays be scarce unless 
larger deposits 
of 
pitchblende are 
found In other parts of th e world 
It occurs in but few places and then 
in but small quantities and when found 
it contains only a m in u te portion of 
radium. 
An im m ense am ount of ore 
m u st be treated to get a grain of rad 
ium and the process of separation is 
long, tedious and very expensive. The 
hundredth part of an ounce, lf that 
am ount could be bad, would sell for

they

address, and a 2-cent stam p is placed 
on the bill.

S ta te and county officers 
a re elected every fall, m unicipal offi­ 
cers are chosen e v ery spring. 
Every 
tw o years can d id ates for congress are 
voted for in th e fall, and th ere is a 
presidential election ev ery four years. 
T h e worst resu lts of th e system are 
th e expenditure 
of 
needlessly large 
sum s of m oney by th o stat© and m u ­ 
nicipalities, 
tho 
o p p ortunity offered 
professional political heelers to thrive 
at their vocation at all seasons, and 
the general feeling of 
unsettlem ent 
tw ice each year. 
Ohio politics is enor­ 
mously 
expensive to th e taxpayers, 
ra th e r profitable to som e of those who 
w ork at nothing els e and a constant 
sources of u n certain ty and u n re st to 
m any industrious and law-abiding peo­ 
ple. 


F o r these reasons th e purpose of 
the C hapm an b ill,'th e abolishm ent of 
spring elections, a p p eals to m any in­ 
telligent men. 
lf local elections were 
held in the fall, along w ith sta te elec­ 
tions, the cities and villages would 
sav e money, th e 
practical 
politician 
would find it h a rd e r to persuade the 
party com m ittee 
th a t 
his 
services 
w ere necessary th e y ear round and the

At present the frequency of elec­ 
tions prevents a full vote from the best 
class of citizens and gives the heelers 
an undue influence in th e selection of 
officials.

T h en it could he arran g ed to elect 
all sta te officer* in the fall of one* year 
and all municipal offic e rs in the fall of 
th e y ear following, th e local elections 
n ever to conflict with those of state 
and nation. 
G overnor Herrick 
sug 
gests the hest and sim plest plan for 
effecting the change. 
U nder present law s, the chief state 
officers are elected in 
the odd num ­ 
bered years. 
Provision for the election 
of all state officers in the fall of the 
even-num bered years and of all munic­ 
ipal officers in the fall of the odd-num­ 
bered years would rem ove the objec­ 
tion to tho abolishm ent of spring elec­ 
tions. 
Then the presidential, congres­ 
sional and sta te elections would all he 
held in the even-num bered years; the 
m unicipal and county elections in the 
odd-numbered years. 
T he extension of th e term s of some 
officers would be necessary, but that 
would involve n eith er great difficulty 
nor danger. 
T h e proposed 
constitu­ 
tional am endm ent could not be voted 
upon until the fall of 1905, since such 
questions eau be presented to the peo­ 
ple only at an election when candi­ 
d ates for the legislature are on the 
ticket. 
Hence none 
of the present 
sta te officers would be affected, except 
in case of re-election next year. 
Only under the conditions outlined 
should a m easure like the Chapman 
bill be enacted into law. 
With these 
conditions clearly understood and the 
Republican party com m itted to 
the 
constitutional 
am endm ent, the m eas­ 
u re will m ake for clean er politics and 
b etter governm ent iu Ohio.

F o r these reaso n s the purpose of 
the C hapm an b ill,'th e ab olishm ent of 
spring elections, appeals to m any in­ 
telligent men. 
lf local elections w ere 
held in th e fall, along with sta te elec­ 
tions, the cities and villages would 
save m oney, th e 
practical 
politician 
would find it h a rd e r to p e rsu ad e the 
party com m ittee 
th a t 
his 
services 
were n ecessary th e y ear round and the 
disturbance incident 
to 
an 
election 
would com e once each y e a r instead of 
twice. 
At p resen t the frequency of elec­ 
tions prevents a full vote from the best 
class of citizens and gives the heelers 
an undue influence in the selection of 
officials. 
W ith 
biennial 
elections 
th ere would be a larger vote, m ore 
would be involved and a co rru p t m a­ 
chine would 
be 
m ore 
easily

T hese thin g s are all to be de­ 
sired.

T he extension of the term s of some 
officers would be necessary, but that 
would involve n eith er great difficulty 
nor danger. 
T h e proposed 
constitu­ 
tional a m en d m en t could not be voted 
upon until the fall of 1905, since such 
questions can be presented to the peo­ 
ple only at an election when candi­ 
dates for the legislature are on the 
ticket. 
H ence none 
of the present 
sta te officers would be affected, except 
in case of re-election next year. 
Only un d er th e conditions outlined 
should a m easu re like the Chapman 
bill be enacted into law. 
W ith these 
conditions clearly understood and the 
R epublican party com m itted to 
the 
constitutional 
am endm ent, the m eas­ 
ure will m ake for cleaner polities and 
better governm ent in Ohio.
